DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

Claims 15, 19, 21, and 29 have been cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-7, 9-13, and 23-28 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claims 1 , 3, 9, and 23, the prior art of record, either singularly or in 
combination, does not disclose or suggest the combination of limitations including, a 
primary mould having a mould cavity for an inner container, and a secondary mould 
having a mould cavity for an outer part where the secondary mould having a member 
for supporting the inner container part fitted within when casting the outer container part. 

The dependent claims 2, 4-7, 10-13, and 24-28 are allowed due to the 
dependency on their respective allowed independent claims. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
